Here in Two Years 


Menlo Park’s record of more than 
two years without a traffic fatality 
ended: last Friday night when Wil- 
liam “Wee Willie’ McConnell, 72- 
year-old Redwood City odd jobs man, 

@was struck by two hit-run drivers 
as he lay injured on Bayshore high- 
way 200 yards south of the Belle 
Haven underpass. 

The fatality occurred after Mc- 
Connell, who was attempting to 
cross the highway, walked into the 
side of a car driven by Edward 
Roth of Belmont. Roth stopped his 
car and started to aid the injured 
man who was attempting to rise 
from the pavement. Before Roth 
could reach him, McConnell was 
run over by two autos, neither of 
which stopped. 

Last previous traffic fatality in 
Menlo Park occurred in September, 
1947, when Menlo Park Building 
Inspector Max Mielke died as the 
car in which he was riding was 
struck by a train at the Glenwood 
avenue railroad crossing.

THE SEWAGE DISPOSAL PROJECT 


Within a period of a few months registered voters of the 
Menlo Park sanitary district will be up against an “or else’ 
Proposal that is a bit unusual. The ballot question will be 
approval of bonds to finance a new sewage disposal system 
that involves construction of a sewage treatment plant near 
the shore of San Francisco bay. 

The project is nearly complete on paper. The plant site 
has been purchased, right-of-way has been obtained, engin- 
eering studies have been made and only the final detail draw- 
ings remain to be finished. The sum of the bond issue yet is 
to be determined, since it will be affected by whether the fed- 
eral government will help meet the cost in return for the dist- 
rict’s handling of sewage from the Veterans hospital in Menlo 
Park. 

The “or else’’ angle comes in like this: 

Under state law, government units not having sewage 
disposal plants and which are dumping sewage into bays and 
rivers must construct such plants. There’s no escape. If local 
government doesn't comply with the law, it can be enjoined 
by the state from continued dumping of sewage. If such in- 
junction is violated, the offending agency is subject to fines 
for contempt of court. Finally, the state can move in, construct 
the required plant. and assess the local government for the 
cost. 

A sewage disposal! system must be built one way or another 
and the taxpayers must meet the cost one way or another. | 

The RECORDER recently published a series of three articles 
Prepared by the board of the Menlo Park sanitary district, 
explaining what the system will be and why it is required. 

These articles showed that legal considerations aren't 
the only ones. Even if there were no state statute requiring a 
plant, one seems unquestionably justified. As the articles 
pointed out, the sewage collection system in Menlo Park and 
the rest of the area served by the district is modern and ade- 
quate. Not so the outfall system, which, we were surprised 
to learn, was installed in 1903 to serve only a few thousand 
persons. It is now expected to provide adequate service for 
an area of 23,000 population. 

The prospect of more bonds being issued against property 
isn't something to bring loud cheering. But the area certainly 
needs the system and by law it must be constructed. The simp- 
lest way is for the district to undertake the job itself. And the 
simplest way is the best way. 


KEEP THE PROJECT GOING 


Every effort should be made by all public agencies con- 
cerned to keep the recently-completed East Palo Alto recrea- 
tion center in operation after the end of the fiscal year next 
June 30. As matters stand now, the center . . . which is some- 
thing of a monument to community spirit. .. .is threatened 
with abandonment at that time. 

That should not be allowed to happen. The center means 
too much to the community. The many residents who con- 
tributed both time and money to the project must not be let 
down if there is any possible means of keeping the operation 
going. 

The recreation project is caught in a somewhat unusual 
set of circumstances. There is both a private and public inter- 
est involved. To begin with, residents of the Ravenswood school 
district raised funds among themselves and purchased the 
Project site, deeding it over to the county. In turn, the county 
constructed the building. Residents again carried the ball by 
launching fund-raising events to pay for equipping the struc- 
ture. So these people who helped make the undertaking possible 
have more than the ordinary stake of the taxpayer. 

Threat of abandonment comes about because of decision 
of county authorities to withdraw from purely local recreation 
Projects and concentrate on those that are county-wide, such 
as parks, beaches and historical sites. Another consideration 
is an increasing objection by city dwellers who must pay county 
taxes to having the county finance local recreation projects in 
unincorporated areas. 

The county recreation department has asked the Ravens- 
wood school district board of trustees to take over the center 
and pay for its operation. The estimated annual cost is $5000. 

Trustees have the proposal under advisement. It is to be 
hoped that every possibility will be explored by both the school 
authorities and the county recreation department. There is 
considerable time left to seek a way out of the difficulty. 

If only one child is steered away from delinquency because 
there is a weil-operated community recreation facility, $5000 
is a small expenditure indeed.
